Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you  the  Sixty-Third  Annual 
Report  upon  the  activities  of  the  School  Health  Service  for  the 
year  1971.  This  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  Regulation  13  of  the  School  Health  Service  and  Handi¬ 
capped  Pupils  Regulations  Act,  1953. 

The  responsibility  for  the  general  routine  administration  of  the 
Service  and  the  discharge  of  the  duties  in  regard  to  the  medical 
inspection  of  pupils,  both  for  routine  and  specific  purposes,  together 
with  the  performance  of  special  procedures,  for  example  vaccina¬ 
tion  against  Tuberculosis,  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  etc.,  has 
been  that  of  Dr.  D.  B.  Walls,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
assisted  by  Dr.  J.  Somner.  In  the  discharge  of  certain  of  these 
duties  relating  to  the  special  schools  the  responsibility  has  been, 
as  in  former  years,  that  of  Dr.  B.  J.  Catton,  Deputy  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  on  the  16th  December,  1971,  we  lost  the 
services  of  Mrs.  F.  Taylor,  part-time  Orthoptist,  who  retired  after 
ten  year’s  service  with  the  Authority.  In  wishing  her  well  for  the 
future,  I  must  also  thank  her  for  allowing  me  to  prevail  upon  her 
to  stay  so  long,  she  had  in  fact  expressed  the  wish  to  leave  two 
years  earlier,  but  postponed  her  retirement  twice  rather  than  leave 
us  without  the  services  of  an  orthoptist  in  the  present  period  of 
recruitment  difficulties. 

In  conclusion,  I  again  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Special  Services 
Sub-Committee,  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  and  to  the  Staff 
of  this  Department,  for  their  assistance  and  willing  co-operation 
throughout  the  year  in  the  interests  of  the  School  Health  Service.

There  are  two  full-time  dentists  in  attendance  daily. 
Medical 

Wednesday  afternoons,  or  by  special  appointment. 

Minor  Ailments 

Monday  to  Friday  mornings. 

Orthoptic 

Thursday,  morning  and  afternoon. 

Physiotherapy 

Tuesday  morning. 

Refraction 

Thursday  mornings,  fortnightly. 

Speech  Therapy 

Daily,  morning  and  afternoon. 

Co-ordination 

Arrangements  in  this  area  provide  for  continuity  of  supervision 
of  the  health  of  children  from  infancy  to  the  end  of  school  life, 
Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Service  records  of  pre-school  children 
who  had  defects  being  transferred  to  the  School  Health  Service 
when  children  reach  the  age  of  5  years. 

Co-ordination  between  the  School  Health  Service,  the  Council’s 
other  services,  the  hospital  services  and  general  medical  practi¬ 
tioners  has  been  maintained. 

School  Meals  and  Milk 

During  1971  one  day  returns  showing  the  number  of  children 
having  school  dinners  were  taken  on  12th  October.  The  number 
of  children  taking  meals  was  5,662  of  whom  1,708  had  free  meals, 
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the  former  figure  being  46*77%  of  the  school  roll.  The  percentage 
of  eligible  children  taking  school  milk  was  94*93.  Those  eligible 
were  Infants  and  those  Juniors  entitled  on  grounds  of  health  and 
age  in  accordance  with  the  Education  Milk  Act,  which  came  into 
operation  on  1st  September,  1971. 

The  price  of  the  school  meal  was  increased  to  12p  on  26th  April, 
1971,  but  a  new  and  more  generous  nett  income  scale  for  the  remis¬ 
sion  of  the  charge  on  grounds  of  hardship  was  introduced. 

Provision  of  Free  Milk 

Certificates  authorising  free  milk  to  junior  children  on  health 
grounds  were  issued  to  59  children  in  accordance  with  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Milk  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  September,  1971. 

Immunisation 

A  new  programme  of  immunisation  for  school  children  in  the 
13-14  year  old  age  group  was  commenced  in  1971. 

This  covered  rubella  vaccination  for  13  year  old  girls,  and  smallpox, 
polio  and  tetanus  re-inforcing  injections  for  14  year  old  boys  and 
girls.  Where  possible,  rubella  and  smallpox  vaccinations  were 
carried  out  in  school,  but  for  polio  and  tetanus  boosters  pupils 


attended  the  school  clinic.

Children  in  other  age  groups  can  receive  polio  and  tetanus 
vaccination  at  the  Health  Department,  and  facilities  are  also  avail¬ 
able  for  diphtheria  immunisation  at  the  various  Maternal  and 
Child  Welfare  Centres  of  the  Health  Department,  or  at  the  surgeries 
of  general  practitioners. 

Details  of  numbers  receiving  this  protective  treatment  can  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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B.C.G.  Vaccination 

Protection  against  tuberculosis  was  again  offered  to  all  school 
children  in  the  13  year  old  age  group. 

During  1971,  840  children  were  skin-tested,  and  all  those  with  a 
negative  reaction  were  vaccinated  at  the  school  clinic.  Of  the  positive 
reactors  4  children  were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  investi¬ 
gation,  but  no  case  of  active  tuberculosis  was  discovered  among 
those  examined.

Medical  Inspections 

A  periodic  medical  inspection  of  children  in  the  following  age 
groups  was  carried  out  in  each  school. 

(< a )  ENTRANTS — children  in  their  first  year  of  attendance 
at  a  maintained  primary  infant  school. 

(b)  INTERMEDIATES — children  in  their  last  year  of  attend¬ 
ance  at  a  maintained  primary  junior  school. 

(c)  LEAVERS — children  in  their  last  year  of  attendance  at 
a  maintained  secondary  school. 

(d)  OTHERS — children  of  all  ages  who  have  missed  inspection 
in  groups  (a),  ( b ),  (c). 

Prior  to  the  periodic  medical  inspection  of  the  children  in  these 
age  groups,  the  schools  were  visited  by  a  School  Nurse,  who  weighed 
and  measured  the  children  and  tested  the  visual  acuity  of  those 
in  groups  ( b ),  ( c )  and  ( d ).  At  the  actual  inspection  the  Medical 
Officer  was  accompanied  by  a  Nurse.  Parents  were  invited  to  be 
present  at  these  inspections. 

The  percentage  of  parents  who  were  present  at  periodic  inspec¬ 
tions  was  57*55  as  compared  with  58*05  in  1970,  55*93  in  1969  and 
76*40  in  1937. 

Special  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  also  conducted  in 
each  School  department  once  during  the  year. 
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Findings  of  Medical  Inspections 

Periodic  Medical  Inspection  of  3,324  children  was  carried  out  in 
school,  and  all  were  recorded  as  being  in  a  satisfactory  general 
physical  condition.  The  defects  found  at  periodic  and  special 
inspections  can  be  seen  in  the  Table  on  Page  24  of  this  report  which 
shows  separately  the  number  of  pupils  found  to  require  treatment 
(T)  and  the  number  of  pupils  found  to  require  observation  (O). 

The  following  table  shows  the  average  heights  and  weights  of 
boy  and  girl  entrants  selected  at  intervals,  over  a  period  of  years, 
since  periodic  medical  inspection  commenced.

Uncleanliness  -  Head 

(1)  GIRLS — Of  the  1,635  girls  examined  at  periodic  inspec¬ 

tions  67  or  4 TO  per  cent,  were  recorded  as  having 
nits;  44  or  2-29  per  cent  of  these  had  a  minor 
infestation  only.  There  were  no  verminous 
children. 

(2)  BOYS  — Of  the  1,689  boys  examined  at  periodic  inspec¬ 

tions  70  or  4T4  per  cent  were  recorded  as  having 
nits;  44  or  2-60  per  cent  had  a  minor  infestation 
only.  The  figure  compares  with  23  out  of  1,647 
or  1*4  per  cent  in  1961,  and  reflects  the  current 
trend  in  hair  length. 

Surprise  Cleanliness  Surveys 

In  1971,  19,654  examinations  for  uncleanliness  were  made  in  the 
schools  by  the  nursing  staff,  and  1,149  pupils  were  found  to  be 
infested.  No  cleansing  notices  were  issued.  The  supervision  and 
treatment  of  certain  children  found  to  have  dirty  heads  and  referred 
to  the  School  Clinic,  was  again  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurse  at 
the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic.

Follow-up  Investigation 

During  the  year  the  School  Nurses  carried  out  502  follow-up 
visits  on  children  who  were  under  observation  or  treatment.  188 
of  these  were  home  visits  and  314  were  school  visits. 

Minor  Ailments 

Minor  Ailment  Clinics  were  conducted  by  a  School  Nurse  on  five 
sessions  per  week  for  the  treatment  of  children  referred  by  a  Head 
Teacher,  or  a  Medical  Officer  v/ith  minor  injuries,  skin  conditions, 
etc.,  192  cases  attended  the  Clinic  and  made  1,235  attendances. 
This  compares  with  294  cases  and  1,557  attendances  in  1970  and 
1,143  cases  and  8,042  attendances  in  1948. 

Diseases  of  the  Skin 

145  children  were  receiving  treatment  for  diseases  of  the  skin, 
including  89  children  who  were  suffering  from  scabies,  and  received 
treatment  either  at  home  or  at  the  School  Clinic.  There  were  also 
20  cases  of  impetigo  and  36  other  cases  who  received  treatment  for 
eczema,  dermatitis  and  miscellaneous  infections. 

Defective  Vision  and  Squint 

The  vision  of  the  first  year  entrants  to  Primary  Junior  Schools 
was  tested  by  a  School  Nurse,  and  any  child  suspected  of  having 
a  visual  defect  was  referred  to  a  Medical  Officer  for  further  investi¬ 
gation. 

During  the  year  398  Forms  O.S.C.  10  -  as  compared  with  342 
in  1970  and  129  in  1953  -  authorising  the  repair  or  replacement  of 
spectacles  were  issued  by  the  School  Medical  Officers.  Of  these  212 
were  charged  to  the  Local  Education  Authority  as  being  related 
to  cases  where  lack  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  had  been  the 
cause  of  loss  or  damage. 

Eye  Testing  Clinic 

173  school  children  had  their  eyes  tested  by  an  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon  at  the  School  Clinic.  Spectacles  were  prescribed  for  144 
of  these  children  and  88  were  referred  for  orthoptic  treatment. 

We  also  have  a  record  that  346  children  had  their  eyes  tested  by 
opticians.  Spectacles  were  prescribed  for  306  of  these. 

Orthoptic  Clinic 

The  Orthoptic  Clinic  was  held  on  two  sessions  per  week.  14  new 
cases  were  registered,  of  which  4  were  pre-school  children.  There 
were  1 1  discharges. 

Attendances  of  school  children  were  491.  In  addition  34  pre¬ 
school  children  attended  every  2-3  months  for  observation.  19 
children  were  referred  to  Newcastle  General  Hospital  for  correction 
of  squint.  13  had  operation,  4  failed  to  attend  and  1  is  attending 
for  further  occlusion  prior  to  operation.  These  children  will  remain 
under  their  surgeon’s  care  for  refractions,  etc.,  for  2-3  years. 
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Speech  Therapy 

During  1971,  186  children  were  referred  to  the  unit  for  assessment 
of  their  speech  and  language  problems.  They  were  referred  from 
many  different  sources,  including  Head  Teachers,  the  School 
Health  Service,  G.P.s,  the  Educational  Psychologist  and  parents. 
Of  the  186  referred,  72  children  were  seen  regularly  over  a  period 
of  time  for  more  detailed  assessment  and  treatment  of  their  prob¬ 
lems.  The  remainder  were  mostly  reviewed  at  regular  intervals  to 
ensure  that  their  speech  and  language  continued  to  develop  normally. 
This  followed  advice  to  the  parents  and,  in  some  cases,  also  the 
teachers  on  how  to  handle  the  problem.  A  small  number  of  children 
were  referred  to  other  disciplines  for  their  specialist  advice  and 
help. 

A  great  number  of  other  children  have  been  seen  on  visits  to  the 
various  Primary  Schools  and  some  of  these  children  receive  regular 
help  in  the  schools  where  weekly  visits  are  made. 

It  is  noticeable  that  in  the  past  year  increasing  numbers  of  young 
and  pre-school  children  are  being  referred.  This  may  be  due  to  a 
larger  number  of  children  starting  school  before  they  are  five  years 
old  and  the  parents  concern  that  their  child  should  be  intelligible 
when  he  starts  school. 

Hearing 

Routine  Audiometric  Sweep  Testing  was  carried  out  in  school  by 
the  school  nurses  on  children  in  the  5-6  year  old  age  group. 

The  figures  outlined  below  were  the  outcome  of  this  sweep 
testing.

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Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects 

109  school  children  were  recorded  as  having  received  treatment 
for  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  defects,  2  as  in-patients  at  Sanderson 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  and  5  as  out-patients. 

The  remaining  102  children  were  treated  by  Mrs.  Robinson, 
Physiotherapist,  who  held  a  clinic  one  half-day  session  per  week. 
The  total  attendance  at  these  clinics  was  470  and  this  figure  included 
a  number  of  Woodlawn  children  who  were  treated  by  Mrs.  Robinson 
on  the  school  premises  to  save  them  a  journey  out  of  school. 

Other  Defects  Treated 

Other  defects  treated,  not  falling  into  classifications  mentioned 
in  Tables  A  to  F  may  be  seen  by  referring  to  Page  26,  Table  G. 
The  105  minor  ailments  treated  included  5  burns,  8  boils,  23  minor 
injuries,  61  septic  sores  and  8  miscellaneous  minor  ailments.

School  Dental  Inspections  and  Treatment 

The  following  report  on  the  dental  inspection  and  treatment  of 
school  children  has  been  submitted  by  Mr.  N.  A.  JEddy,  Chief 
Dental  Officer. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  DENTAL  OFFICER 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1971 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  3rd  Annual  Report  on  the 
School  Dental  Service  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1971, 
this  being  the  47th  Annual  Report. 

Several  changes  have  occurred  in  the  Service  over  the  past  year 
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following  the  visit  of  Mr.  J.  G.  Potter  of  the  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion  and  Science  in  the  summer  of  1970. 

A  third  Dental  Surgery  Assistant,  Mrs.  S.  Hardy,  was  appointed 
in  May  and  this  made  an  immediate  improvement  in  the  efficiency 
of  the  Service. 

In  July  Mrs.  A.  Walton  was  appointed  as  a  part-time  Schoo^ 
Dental  Officer  and  took  up  this  post  at  the  beginning  of  September- 

For  two  months  the  Service  was  up  to  its  establishment  of  2-5 
Dental  Officers,  but  in  the  meantime  Mrs.  P.  Smart  had  tendered 
her  resignation  and  this  took  effect  on  31st  October.  She  offered  to 
continue  on  a  part-time  basis  until  a  replacement  could  be  appointed 
and  was  still  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Further  re-equipping  of  the  surgeries  was  undertaken  and  now 
all  can  be  used  for  conservation  work. 

Complete  details  of  the  various  forms  of  treatment  undertaken  at 
the  School  Dental  Clinic  can  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  publication. 
These  show  that  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  treated  and  the  number  of  fillings  inserted.  However, 
the  number  of  deciduous  teeth  which  have  required  extraction  has 
continued  to  rise  and  this  is  still  a  matter  of  concern.  On  the  other 
hand  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  permanent  teeth 
extracted  and  also  a  sharp  drop  in  the  number  of  emergency  visits, 
both  of  which  are  encouraging  signs. 

The  general  anaesthetic  sessions  for  the  extraction  of  teeth 
resulted  in  1,152  cases  being  treated.  As  before  the  majority  of  the 
anaesthetics  were  administered  by  Dr.  J.  R.  Steadman.  We  have 
also  had  the  assistance  of  Dr.  J.  L.  Murray  throughout  the  year 
to  help  to  meet  the  demand  on  this  part  of  the  Service. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  Mrs.  P.  Smart  attended  a  Course 
at  Sunderland  General  Hospital  on  Orthodontics.  At  the  end  of 
September  I  went  to  Liverpool  Dental  School  for  a  three  day 
Course  on  the  Dental  Treatment  of  Handicapped  Children. 

Owing  to  the  continued  heavy  demand  on  the  treatment  facilities 
of  the  Service  and  shortage  of  Staff  there  has  not  been  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  undertake  a  systematic  programme  of  Dental  Health 
Education.  Advice  and  Posters  have  been  given  by  the  Dental 
Officers  to  Head  Teachers  where  requested  and  children  attending 
the  Clinic  are  given  literature  to  encourage  them  to  take  care  of 
their  teeth.  As  a  result  of  publicity  given  on  television  about  the 
state  of  children’s  teeth  in  the  North  East  one  girl  at  a  Tynemouth 
Secondary  School  designed  a  set  of  Dental  Health  Posters  which 
were  exhibited  in  the  Central  Library  and  in  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  Certain  of  the  Health  Department’s  Health  Visitors  include 
Dental  Health  Education  in  their  talks  to  children  at  School  so 
this  aspect  of  the  Service  is  not  completely  neglected. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Health  and  School  Medical  Staffs,  the 
Head  Teachers  and  their  Assistants  for  their  help  and  co-operation 
at  all  times.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Education  Officer 
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and  the  Staff  of  the  Education  Office  for  their  help  and  advice  over 
the  past  year.

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  10  children  were  on  the 
waiting  list  for  admission  to  a  day  school  for  educationally  sub¬ 
normal  pupils. 


Child  Guidance  Clinic 

The  Child  Guidance  situation  became,  if  anything,  even  more 
difficult  during  1971  with  a  long  waiting  list  for  Children  at  the 
Nuffield  Child  Psychiatry  Unit  in  Newcastle.  Some  children  were 
seen  at  the  clinic  run  by  Dr.  Day  of  Northgate  and  District  Hospital 
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at  Preston  Hospital,  North  Shields,  and  this  has  been  of  great 
help.  He  has  also  continued  to  hold  a  clinic  at  Ashleigh  School 
once  a  month.  As  before,  it  is  not  possible  to  give  really  accurate 
figures  for  numbers  of  children  throughout  the  Borough  attending 
for  psychiatric  help  but  13  new  cases  were  referred  to  Psychiatrists 
by  the  Educational  Psychologist.  Because  of  the  waiting  list  referred 
to  above,  all  these  cases  were  urgent.  It  is  hoped  that  the  psychiatric 
position  will  be  improved  during  1972. 


School  Psychological  Service 


During  1971,  182  children  were  referred  to  the  Psychologist. 
This  is  a  considerably  larger  number  than  has  been  referred  before. 
Of  these  7  either  withdrew  or  were  refererd  elsewhere  and  155 
were  investigated,  of  whom  99  were  boys  and  56  were  girls.  These 
were  dealt  with  in  the  following  ways: —

During  the  year  the  children  at  Ashleigh  Special  School  were 
transferred  to  the  care  of  the  Education  Committee  and  this  has 
led  to  an  increased  number  of  referrals  of  the  children  in  these 
schools. 

Close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  other  services  such  as 
the  Speech  Therapist,  School  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  Remedial 
Organisers  and  Education  Welfare  Officers,  and  the  co-operation 
of  these  colleagues  has  been  much  appreciated. 


ASHLEIGH  SPECIAL  SCHOOL 

On  1st  April,  1971,  the  responsibility  for  the  Junior  Training 

Centre  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  passed  to  the  local  Education 
Authority,  and  for  the  first  time  in  our  history  all  handicapped 
children  were  embraced  within  our  educational  system.  The  Junior 
training  centre  then  became  known  as  Ashleigh  Special  School. 
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It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  received  the  resignation  of  Mrs. 
Davison  and  Mrs.  Metcalfe  who  had  been  valued  members  of  staff 
and  rendered  loyal  service  since  our  days  in  Cleveland  Villa.  They 
were  replaced  by  Mrs.  Hall  and  Mrs.  Fulford.  After  being  with  us 
for  a  year  Mrs.  Fulford  left  the  area,  when  her  husband  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  a  post  in  Manchester.  Mrs.  Chicken  took  up  her  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Deputy  Headteacher  on  1st  September,  1972.  I  wish  to 
thank  all  these  members  of  staff  and  everybody  else  who  is  part 
of  our  team  for  the  devoted  service  in  this  very  demanding  work. 

We  are  exceedingly  grateful  to  Dr.  Catton,  Deputy  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  Health  Visitor,  Mrs.  Batey,  who  continue 
to  look  after  the  health  of  our  children,  and  are  always  ready  to 
advise  on  any  problems  arising  in  this  field. 

Much  benefit  is  derived  from  the  visits  of  Miss  Wheway,  Educa¬ 
tional  Psychologist,  and  Mrs.  Roberts,  Speech  Therapist,  who  work 
with  the  children,  and  help  staff  with  any  specific  problems  about 
which  they  are  concerned. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Eddy,  Principal  School  Dental  Officer, 
and  his  Staff  for  the  infinite  patience  and  understanding  they  display 
during  the  dental  inspection  and  the  follow-up  treatment. 

I  note  with  appreciation  the  visits  of  School  Organisers  who  have 
shown  an  interest  in  our  work,  and  are  always  available  to  give 
assistance.  '  .1

Woodlawn  School  and  Southlands  Special  School 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  Woodlawn  and  Southlands  Special 
Schools  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a  Health 
Visitor.  68  re-examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer 
to  check  on  children’s  progress  and  to  ascertain  if  they  were  fit  to 
return  to  an  ordinary  school. 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Reports  of  the  Head  Teachers, 
giving  details  of  the  work  of  the  two  Special  Schools. 

WOODLAWN  SCHOOL 
REPORT  FOR  1971 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  of  Woodlawn 
School  for  1971.  Our  teaching  staff  has  not  changed  and  in  addition 
we  welcome  Mr.  Denwood,  teacher  of  wind  instruments.  My 
ancillary  staff  has  been  increased  and  we  welcome  Mrs.  Brown, 
who  is  proving  to  be  an  able  member  of  the  team. 
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First  of  all  I  must  give  my  thanks  to  the  teaching  staff  at  Wood- 
lawn  who  willingly  tackle  problems  in  teaching  such  a  wide  range 
of  ability  alongside  the  many  handicaps.  They  are  called  upon  to 
undertake  many  tasks  and  accept  the  heavy  demands  on  their  time 
and  patience  with  great  understanding. 

The  numbers  of  boys  still  form  a  high  proportion  of  the  total 
roll  and  at  the  end  of  1971  we  had  43  boys  and  22  girls  on  the 
register. 

During  the  year  boys  and  girls  were  transferred  back  to  normal 
schools  and  we  also  received  in  boys  and  girls  who  started  school 
for  the  first  time  alongside  those  from  Primary  and  High  Schools. 

We  have  built  up  a  continuing  system  of  follow-up  work  with 
school  leavers  and  we  know  where  all  work  or  study,  even  if  they 
left  five  years  ago.  Our  recent  leavers  also  take  up  Further  Educa¬ 
tion  Courses  and  we  are  now  using  Whitley  Bay  Further  Education 
College  as  well  as  South  East  Northumberland  College. 

Pupils  on  the  roll  on  31st  December,  1971,  may  be  classified  in 
the  following  way,  many  have  more  than  one  handicap,  so  only 
the  major  handicap  is  shown: —

Two  of  these  pupils  have  serious  hearing  loss  and  wear  aids  and 
also  receive  special  teaching  from  Mr.  Wilson,  a  teacher  for  the 
deaf.  Others  have  serious  speech  defects  and  also  receive  special 
help  from  Mrs.  Roberts  our  Speech  Therapist. 

Mrs.  Robinson,  our  visiting  Physiotherapist,  is  involved  with  an 
ever  increasing  group  of  physically  handicapped  pupils,  and  the 
Perthes  group  take  a  great  deal  of  time  because  of  attention  to  their 
plasters. 

The  music  in  school  has  improved  a  great  deal,  especially  the 
playing  of  instruments.  Here  we  must  thank  Miss  Tindale  and  Mr. 
Denwood  for  that  ever  welcome  specialised  help. 

Two  of  our  pupils  are  involved  with  Commercial  studies  in 
school,  they  also  attend  evening  classes  and  Miss  Byrne  willingly 
gives  us  some  of  her  time  to  take  a  lesson  in  school. 
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Andrew  Logan,  an  intelligent  Dystrophy  boy  is  involved  with  the 
learning  of  German  and  we  use  the  facilities  of  the  Adult  Education 
Centre  to  supply  some  of  the  teaching.  We  hope  soon  to  have  more 
specialised  help  to  provide  full  language  teaching  for  Andrew  in 
German  and  French. 

My  infant  group  is  now  mainly  a  physically  handicapped  group 
with  a  high  proportion  of  wheelchairs  and  walking  aids.  Two  of 
my  ancillaries  support  the  work  of  the  class  teacher  and  a  good 
learning  situation  is  provided  although  there  are  difficulties  in 
teaching. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a  sloped  corridor  has  been  provided 
at  the  senior  end  of  the  school  and  now  easy  movement  is  provided 
for  all  pupils,  including  wheelchair  cases.  New  equipment  is  gradu¬ 
ally  coming  into  school  including  more  tape  recorders  and  film 
projectors. 

The  area  around  the  school  has  been  improved  with  a  layer  of 
tarmac  on  the  playing  surface,  which  is  now  more  level  and  safer. 
Part  of  the  area  at  the  rear  of  the  school  has  also  been  done  and  we 
hope  to  have  the  whole  work  completed  soon.  Improved  lighting 
has  been  installed  in  parts  of  the  school  and  eventually  the  whole 
school  will  be  done. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Princiapl  School  Medical  Officer  and  his 
staff  for  the  continuing  help  we  receive  and  the  effective  support 
that  is  so  necessary  in  our  work.  In  particular  I  wish  to  thank  Dr. 
Catton,  who  examines  our  pupils  during  the  year  and  also  visits 
the  school  to  discuss  the  health  and  well-being  of  our  pupils.  Many 
of  our  parents  come  along  to  the  Medical  Examinations  but  we  still 
need  the  co-operation  of  some  of  them. 

Nurse  Walker,  our  visitor  on  Wednesday  mornings  also  follows 
up  her  work  here  by  visits  to  the  houses  of  some  of  our  pupils. 
This  is  important  as  many  of  our  pupils  pay  visits  to  specialists 
concerned  with  the  treatment  of  eyes,  ears,  teeth  and  several  physical 
handicaps,  including  heart  conditions. 

We  still  do  not  make  many  calls  on  the  services  of  Miss  Wheway, 
the  Educational  Psychologist,  but  when  we  do  we  receive  her  help 
which  is  necessary  to  provide  a  more  accurate  picture  of  a  pupil’s 
learning  potential. 

Mr.  Eddy,  our  Principal  Dental  Officer,  visited  the  school  for 
the  major  inspection,  but  he  does  pay  extra  calls  when  the  need 
arises. 

We  have  had  another  successful  year  with  swimming,  and  Final 
Certificates  from  A.S.A.  Handicapped  Children’s  Section  were 
awarded  to  some  of  our  pupils.  We  have  a  regular  swimming  session 
throughout  the  year  and  we  appreciate  the  help  given  by  Mrs. 
Logie  the  instructress,  and  also  the  consideration  shown  by  Mr. 
Slaney,  the  Organiser  for  Physical  Education. 
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We  still  receive  many  visits  from  Students,  teaching  and  nursing, 
and  some  of  our  visitors  come  from  many  parts  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  and  show  great  interest  in  the  work  in  our  School. 

During  the  year  all  our  pupils  visited  places  of  interest  in  groups 
suitable  to  age  and  handicap.  The  farm  visits  and  the  rides  on  a 
pony  are  always  a  pleasant  occasion.  The  seniors  explore  the  North¬ 
ern  Counties  and  relate  their  expedition  to  work  in  school.  We  are 
more  fortunate  now  that  we  have  a  definite  allowance  for  these 
outings. 

This  year  we  had  an  Open  Day  when  our  Governors,  the  Chief 
Education  Officer  and  the  parents  were  invited  along  to  see  the 
school,  the  work  of  the  pupils  and  to  be  entertained  by  our  orchestra. 
It  was  a  very  pleasant  occasion  and  all  seemed  to  enjoy  the  event. 

Our  Coffee  Mornings  still  attract  parents  and  friends  and  this 
busy  morning  resulted  in  more  than  £100  being  raised  for  the 
School  Fund.  During  the  year  we  have  received  generous  financial 
donations  to  the  School  Fund  from  the  Coast  Ladies  Club,  the 
Mayoress’  Fund,  St.  Peter’s  Balkwell  Guides  and  Brownies,  the 
Corvette  Club,  the  Darts  Club  at  the  Corvette,  Lloyds  Bank  and 
the  Telegraph  Inn.  In  all  more  than  £100  was  given  by  these  generous 
people. 

At  the  end  of  the  term  and  year  the  Christmas  Parties  were 
lighthearted  occasions,  very  enjoyable  and  a  time  of  good  food  and 
happiness.  A  Carol  Service  with  support  from  the  orchestra  ended 
the  year  and  we  all  were  ready  for  a  welcome  break. 

With  the  generous  help  of  the  Catholic  Fellowship  we  now  have 
a  Youth  Centre  for  our  senior  boys  and  girls,  leavers  are  also  catered 
for.  We  hold  the  club  in  the  Stockdale  Centre  on  Tuesday  evenings 
and  we  have  made  a  successful  start  and  hope  that  interest  will 
continue. 

Many  Head  Teachers  and  teachers  give  support  by  transporting 
the  more  seriously  handicapped  to  the  Youth  Club. 

I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  my  cooks,  especially  Mrs.  Sinks,  who 
all  give  time  to  provide  meals  for  parties,  help  on  Coffee  Mornings 
and  Open  Days  with  such  willingness. 

Mr.  Howard,  my  caretaker  gives  his  help  on  many  occasions 
as  well  as  taking  care  of  the  school  and  providing  us  with  a  clean 
and  pleasant  place  in  which  to  teach. 

My  clerks  are  kept  busy  -  the  work  is  varied  and  demanding,  but 
it  all  gets  done;  I  wish  to  thank  them  for  their  co-operation. 

During  the  year  we  always  receive  valuable  help  from  the  staff 
of  the  Education  Office  and  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chief  Education 
Officer  and  all  his  staff  for  their  support. 

Alderman  Lisle  is  a  frequent  visitor,  we  are  always  pleased  to 
see  him  and  regard  him  as  a  great  friend  of  the  school. 

To  all  the  staff  at  Woodlawn  School,  teaching,  ancillary,  domestic 
and  clerical  plus  all  those  specialists  who  work  along  with  us  and 
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overcome  difficulties,  make  progress  in  so  many  ways  and  give 
that  extra  help,  to  you  all,  “Thank  You”. 

A  year  has  gone  by  -  there  have  been  many  rewards,  many 
demands  on  our  energies  and  skills,  but  we  feel  we  have  made 
worthwhile  progress.

SOUTHLANDS  SPECIAL  SCHOOL 
REPORT  FOR  1971 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  on  the  work  of  Southlands 
School  for  1971. 

The  number  on  roll  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  117,  68 
boys  and  49  girls.  During  the  year  15  children  were  admitted - 
9  boys  and  6  girls.  15  children,  7  boys  and  8  girls,  left  during  the 
year,  10  having  reached  school  leaving  age,  1  left  the  district,  2  were 
transferred  to  Ashleigh  School,  1  girl  transferred  to  a  residential 
school  and  1  girl  killed  in  a  road  accident. 

The  average  number  on  roll  was  1 1 6  and  the  average  attendance 
was  107.

During  the  year  Dr.  B.  J.  Catton  and  Nurse  E.  Buxton  carried 
out  the  medical  inspection  of  all  the  children  in  the  school,  Nurse 
Buxton  dealt  with  minor  ailments  on  her  weekly  visits. 

Miss  J.  P.  Wheway  carried  out  the  psychometric  assessment  of  a 
number  of  children  and  assisted  with  certain  individual  children 
in  the  school. 

Mrs.  K.  Roberts  carried  out  speech  therapy  with  a  number  of 
children  on  her  weekly  visits  to  the  school.  We  were  fortunate  to 
again  receive  Visits  from  Miss  P.  Foster  from  the  Northumberland 
Partial  Hearing  Service  to  deal  with  three  children  who  have  only 
partial  hearing. 
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Mr.  Eddy  carried  out  the  annual  dental  inspection  of  the  children 
and  dealt  with  children  requiring  treatment. 

Mr.  N.  Watson  and  Miss  Stellfox,  Youth  Employment  Officers 
came  on  several  occasions  to  talk  to  school  leavers  and  assisted 
them  to  gain  employment  when  they  left  school. 

The  Youth  Club  for  the  older  pupils  and  those  who  have  left 
the  school  continue  to  be  run  by  Mr.  F.  Wakeham,  a  service  which 
was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  club  members. 

The  Parent/Teacher  Association  continued  to  meet  throughout 
the  year.  This  provided  a  meeting  ground  for  parents  and  teachers. 
The  P.T.A.  ran  a  number  of  very  successful  social  events,  the 
P.T.A.  Sports  Day  in  June  being  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
School  Governors,  Alderman  G.  W.  Lisle.  The  P.T.A.  has  under¬ 
taken  financial  support  of  the  school  programme  of  education 
visits,  in  place  of  The  Border  Terrier  Tankard  Club.  This  support 
enabled  us  to  run  a  very  full  programme  of  visits. 

A  Party  of  boys  and  girls  visited  High  Borrans  for  a  week  in 
August.  This  visit  was  most  worthwhile,  and  again  emphasised  the 
value  of  High  Borrans  to  our  children. 

The  school  again  took  part  in  a  very  full  programme  of  athletic 
events.  The  school  football  team  had  a  rather  unsuccessful  season 
in  The  Wanderers  Football  League,  but  they  enjoyed  their  games. 
The  boys  took  part  in  Cross-Country  Runs,  and  a  Knockout 
Cricket  Competition,  and  a  Swimming  Gala  and  an  Area  Athletics 
Meeting,  while  the  girls  gained  first  place  in  an  Area  Athletics 
Meeting  in  Newcastle. 

We  again  received  a  number  of  visits  from  many  students  and 
friends  from  all  over  the  country  and  many  places  overseas.  No 
visits  pleased  us  more  than  those  paid  in  December  when  the  school 
celebrated  50  years  of  special  education  for  slow  learners  in  Tyne¬ 
mouth,  since  the  opening  of  Lovaine  House  in  1921.  We  were  par¬ 
ticularly  pleased  to  welcome  Mrs.  A.  Godfrey  and  Miss  R.  Hickman, 
M.B.E.,  the  two  original  members  of  staff  who  opened  the  school  in 
1921.  We  were  honoured  to  welcome  the  Mayor  of  Tynemouth, 
Councillor  A.  A.  Chambers,  and  the  Governors  of  the  School, 
Alderman  J.  Lisle,  O.B.E.,  G.  W.  Lisle,  J.  Watson,  A.  Southworth, 
Councillor  Dr.  J.  Knox,  Messrs.  A.  Cantle,  T.  Hartland,  G.  Ainley 
and  Miss  E.  Lowes.  Mr.  G.  Wilson,  Chief  Education  Officer,  Mr. 
R.  S.  Taylor,  his  deputy,  and  Mr.  E.  E.  Sharp,  his  predecessor, 
also  attended  the  celebration.  We  were  delighted  to  be  visited  by 
Miss  E.  McRitchie  who  was  Head  of  Lovaine  House  from  1952-63, 
as  well  as  ex-members  of  the  staff,  Mrs.  Cooke,  1933-38,  Miss  M. 
Ferguson,  Mrs.  H.  Apedaile,  Mrs.  J.  Sherrington  and  Mr.  C. 
Gilmour.  It  was  a  most  enjoyable  occasion  for  everyone,  particularly 
the  children  and  it  gave  me  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  thank 
everyone  present  for  the  work  they  had  done  in  the  past  on  behalf 
of  slow  learning  children  in  the  Borough  of  Tynemouth. 
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This  year  was  a  most  satisfactory  one  with  regard  to  the  children’s 
progress  as  there  were  no  staff  changes  this  year.  In  September  we 
welcomed  an  additional  Ancillary,  Mrs.  E.  Wilkinson,  who  is  a 
trained  Nursery  Nurse,  to  work  with  our  very  young  children. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  staff  at  the  Education  Office,  and  the 
Health  Department,  for  all  their  assistance  throughout  the  year.  I 
would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  staff  at  Southlands  for  their  hard 
work  and  loyal  service,  which  has  made  this  year  such  a  happy  and 
successful  one  for  the  children  at  this  school.
